Plea on Behalf of 
London Board

The Chairman of the London 
Board of Jewish Religious Education, 
Mr. S. S. Levin, and several of its 
members voiced their determination, 
at a meeting of the Board held at 
Woburn House, London, on Monday, 
io preserve the unity of the major 
“Jewish educational authority the 
Metropolis, and “not to allow it to 
hecome the battleground for inter- 
synagogal conflict.” 
It was announced that the scheme 
creating the completely independent 
London Jewish Educational. Founda- 
tion for the development of Jewish 
dav schools had received the assent of 
the Queen in Council; and that the 
secondary modern: school. and_ the 
primary . school—to be erected . in 
Camden Town and Hampstead respec- 
tivelv—would be “ the definite interest 
of the Board.” 


Arresting Drift to Bankruptcy 


Mr. Levin said that it had been. his 


and -his colleagues’ unanimous. intention 
arrest. the’ Board's. drift to 
rupicy and» to prevent return of 
condiiions which would, retard. progress 
and involve financial cuts and. the dis- 
missal of teachers; as has happened 
before.” 

He assured the Board .that it had: never 
been their intention: to engage in public 
dispute: with. the United Synagogue or 
to withhold one iota of credit and. grati- 
tude due: to the members of the United 
Synagogue for their massive support of 
rehgious education, “* however unfortun- 
ale we considered “its action in retaining 
eight and- one-third per cent: or one- 
quarter of the education tax for its own 
Uses. 

The statement which the President [the 
Hon. Ewen E.'S. Montagu, C.B.E.,. Q.C.] 
had made to the’ United Synagogue 
Council in regard to the Board’s finances 
—and. which was materially wrong 
had come. as a surprise. to the Hon. 
Officers.of the Board and had “ obliged 
us most reluctantly to issue a statement,” 
Mr, Levin. said. He went on: “I do 
nol wish to cover ground which has been 
adequately dealt) with and is not. dis- 
puted. is necessary, however, to deal 
with certain points once and for all,”’

A special 1£150,000 scholar- 
ship fund will be established to assist 
students. 

[he dispute began after the summer 
term four months ago, The failure to 
scitle the matter caused the opening of 
the new term’ be postponed for a 
fortnight. 

Professor B. Mazar, President of the 
University, at the official opening of the 
hew term, pointed out that it was now 
“even years since the University had had 
to leave Mount Scopus. He said: “ We 
place our faith in the Israeli Govern- 
ment and Jewry of the Diaspora that they 
will continue to arouse the conscience 
of the world and that they will not rest 
hor keep silent until this wrong. is 
righted.” 

The University, he added, was now 
Working in 48 inadequate ill-equipped 
Duildings with the knowledge that the 
line buildings on Mount Scopus were 
decaying through disuse and neglect.

1£28,000,000 Allocation.

JERUSALEM 

The Jewish Agency. has: decided to 
allocate 1£28,.000,000 from its 
1£114,000,000 budget (for the year 
beginning October 1, 1954) to .358 
The money will be used 
to. increase their irrigated land. 

Mr. G. Josephtha!l. the Treasurer of 
the. Agency, said here on Sunday: that 
1£58,000,000 would be ‘spent on. settle- 
ment: nearly [£§,000,000 on immigra- 


tion: absorption: and: 
nearly on’ Youth Aliyah. 


Ten per cent of the budget. would be 


allocated to educational ‘institutions and 


for administration: while 5 per cent 
would be used for educationa! and. cul- 
tural work abroad. 

Quiliing the Agency's. plans. for the 
coming: year, Mr. Josephthal .said that 
between 30 and 35:new settlements would 
be established... Two temporary work 
camps for new immigranis: were nearing 
completion: they would accommodate 
400 families: The Agency's plans were 
based on an immigration figure of 30,000 


(24.000 from North Africa) in the next 
months. 


The bulk: of the funds.to cover the 
budget was expecied from overseas fund- 
raising campaigns——[£52,000,000 from. the 
United Jewish Appeal (in the U.S.A.) and 
1£10,000,000 from appeals other 
countries. The balance was expected to 
come from German. reparations, the 
International Refugee Organisation, and 
special campaigns. : 


OIL-DRILLING IN NEGEV

JERUSALEM 

The fifth oil-drilling rig to be 
erected in Israel was last week set in 
motion near Sde Boker, Mf. Ben- 
Gurion’s Negev retreat. The button 
which set the machinery going was 
pressed by the former Premier. 

The rig belongs to the Israel-American 
Oil. Corporation,. a subsidiary of. the 
Husky Oil Company. Drilling will be 
carried on throughout the day and 
night. The company will drill to a depth 
of 9,000 feet if necessary. 


The adjournment was requested by 
the British delegate, Sir Pierson Dixon, 


after the Egyptian and Israeli repre- 


sentatives -had presented the. views 
of their Governments. Sir. Pierson 


announced. his. country’s reaffirmation 
of the Security Council's resolution of 
1951 calling on Egypt to remove 
its restrictions. on shipping passing 
through the Canal, and suggested that 
the Council adjourn until the Chair- 
man convened a new meeting. The 
proposal was accepted by. the Chair- 
man. Dr. Malik (Lebanon). 


This procedure puzzled oopservers, but 
Mr. Eban, the Israeli delegate, said later 


that he. thought Sir Pierson had acted ‘in 
this manner to enable the British and 
American. representatives: to-.exert  pres- 
sure on Egypt in private talks to allow 
the Bat. Galim to pass through the Canal. 


In his statement to the Council, Mr. 


Eban called for the unconditional: release 
of the vessel. 


Insufficient Evidence 
The. Egyptian delegate; Omar Loutfi, 
completely ignored the Bat Galim affair 
and argued that Egypt had the right to 
decide which ships could. pass through 
its territory. It had: the right, he claimed, 


to deny passage to ships belonging to. 


Israel because Israel was a belligerent.” 

The Egyptian announcement that the 
Bat Galim crew would be freed was made 
on the eve of the Council’s meeting. In 
a letter to the Council, the Egyptian 
delegate said that the Egyptian judicial 
authorities had set. aside, owing to 
insufficient evidence, charges against the 
crew of the Bat Galim = of murder, 
attempted murder, and. unlawful carrying 
of weapons. The seamen, the letter said. 
would be. released aS soon as the neces- 
sary formalities had been concluded: 
The Egyptian. Government. was prepared 
to release the seized cargo immediately.

scourge, said M. Mauriac. 

He went on to criticise Israel for over- 
stressing the economic and materialistic 
aspects of the survival of the State, losing 
at the same time the mystic Interpreta- 
tion of the word * Zion.” Zionism, he 
said. Was an. adherence to. something 
unique that should reahse: God's king- 
dom on earth The messianic idea was 
the only. raison d'étre of the 
people, whose destiny it was to. await 
Divine. justice. 
~ He concluded with an appeal for amity 
among the adherents of Christianity, 
Judaism. and Islam, the three great reli- 
gions of the world.

Or gina ly 
agreed for the support of the Board. 
Mr. Montagu was repeatediy pressed to 
put on the table the ierms of any such 
agreement or any minute of the United 
Synagogue or of the Federation. He 
finally replied that * there were no. docu- 
ments as such, but there was a public 
statement by Dr. Nathan Morris setting 
out the above figures. 
Mr. Levin then quoted the following 
statement made by Dr. Morris on Febru- 
ary 26, 1946, when the Coupcil. of the 
United Synagogue passed thé resolution 
on the 334 per cent education levy: 
“1 am authorised to say that the executive 
of the other great religious body, the Federa- 
tion of Synagogues, have agreed to the idea 
of a 334 per cent increase in seat rentals for 
the benefit of education, The process of bring- 
ing this new principle into force will be more 
siow there for understandable reasons, but the 
President of the Federation has promised his 
support for our application for an_ immediate 
grant amd an advance to the London Board on 
avocunt of the moneys to come in from the pro- 
posed education rate. 
“We are budgeting for the Jewish education 
of 9.000 children in Greater London, a number 
we hope to reach within a year, and we caicu- 
late. the average cost per child at £5 12s. per 
annum. Our budget will therefore amount by 
the end of mext year to no less than £50,000 
per annum. We have a regular income from 
endowments and other sources, at least for the 
next few years, of some £7,000 per annum. That 
leaves the sum of £43,000 to be found from the 
new education rate, We expect something like 
£30.000 a year from. the United Synagogue : the 
rest we hope to get from the Federation, includ- 
ing some contributions from other. synagogal 
bodies, such as the. Spanish and. Portuguese, 
who have always been sympathetic and helpful! 
to Our cause.” 


No Limitation of Tax Intended 


Dr. Morris’s obiter dicta, the Chair- 
man continued, had no relation to the 
constitutional commitments accepted by 
the United Synagogue that night. . Dr. 
Morris had clearly referred to the forma- 
tive years of the Board and its inital 
financial requirements, There had -never 
heen any intention, implicit or explicit, 
to limit the amount of the tax. To assert 
that there had been an agreement was 
stretching credulity to breaking point. 

Mr. Levin’ continued: * All the 
relevant documents relating to the Board, 
including: the ‘bargain’ with the late 
Chief Rabbi [Dr.. Hertz], were in my 
hands when 1 drafted the constitution 
of the Board which was accepted by the 
United Synagogue Council. .1 say caie- 


gorically that there was no such under- . 


taking, agreement, or Jimitation. The con- 
stitut on of the Board did not provide for 
the taking over of the children affiliated 
to.any particular group of synagogues but 
provided for the assumption of adminis- 
trative. and . financial’ responsibility for 
education. hitherto provided “in Greater 
London by the Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion Board, the Talmud Torah Trust, the 
Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes, 
the Central Committee for Jewish Educa- 
tion, and the Association of Non-Provided 
Schools.” 

Stating that the Hon. Officers of the 


Federation had promised to consider the 


Board’s request for a further financial 
contribution to education “with the 
utmost good will,”’. Mr. Levin. quoted 
several references. in which his predeces- 
sor |Mr. A. Woolf] had praised the 
Federation for its. attitude to the educa- 
on tax. It should be noted, moreover, 
3 while Dr. Morris. had 
estimated the combined contribution of 
all synagogal bodies Joutside the United 
Synagogue] at £12,000, the combined 
total of ‘the previous year had been 
£16,000, of which £13,000. had come 
from the Federation. 


Preserving Board’s Integrity 


“We of the London Board are not, 
as such, interested in synagogue politics,” 
the Chairman declared, “ and-] hove we 
shall be determined to preserve the 


integrity of this Board and not allow it, 


(0 become the battleground for inter- 
Synagogal conflicts, Our: objective 
religious education, no mat'er what the 
‘ynagogal affiliation of the child’s parent. 
In fact, where the child's parent has no 
‘ynagogal affiliation the greater should 
Our care for the * lost. ones.’ 

l\ had made him sad to hear from 
Mr, Montagu—during the interview they 
had had—that “the collapse of the 
United Synagogue would be more devas- 
‘ating than the collapse of the London 
Board,” and that “ we could not hold 
the United Synagogue together on a 
Purely The. Chair- 
man commented that he was on the side 
Of the sage who had said: “ Grehter 
iS it to teach Torah than build. the 
Temple,” for without such education 
Many synagogues would collapse for want 
of membership. 

Referring to the pledge given by the 
late Mr. Frank Samuel (whose widow 
attended the Board meeting) that the 
full education rate would be restored, 
‘he Chairman quoted from a letter in 
which the Chief Rabbi wrote—on April 
16. 1951—to the late President of the 
United Synagogue : 

“ After prolonged discussion, the Hon. Officers 
of the Board deeply deplored the psychological 
effect of the proposed reduction of the Educa- 
tion Tax. They felt that the United Synagogue

should make it clear that there is no. abandon- 
ment of the principie of Communa! Taxation for 
education and that the 334 per cent on seat 
rentals as an Education Tax. which has now 
been generally accepted by the community. is 
only in abeyance to meet the present financial 
emergency of the United Synagogue.” 


Mr. Samuel's pledge, in response to 
the Chief Rabbi's intervention, Mr. Levin 
Stated, had not been. diminished in any 
Way because he had said that the 
Council “will have. full regard to 
the needs of religious education and the 
response thereto made by other bodies.”’ 

Dr. Morris in 1946 had hoped that the 
Board's roll would increase from 8.000 
to 9,000 in one year. In fact, the Chair- 
man pointed out, the numbers had now 
reached some 14,000 pupils, and for 
more than six years the Board had lived 
in fear of financial stringency. ** Can 
there be any doubt that its work. has 
been retarded in meeting educational 
requirements, particularly in the light of 
the fierce challenge thrown downto 
traditional Judaism from many quarters ?”’ 


Worsening Conditions 


In conclusion Mr. Levin said: ‘In the | 


field of Jewish education there are 
worsening conditions as regards the pro- 
vision of Education Officers of the 
This, 
in. some considerable degree, is. the 
result of the policy forced on the Board 
to make education cheaper. Is it too 
much to hope that. the Board will be 
allowed, free from. controversy, to pur- 
sue its destiny with finances adequate ‘to 
its needs?” 

On the Chairman’s proposal his state- 
ment was discussed in coniunction with 
the report of the Executive Committee, 
which he had moved. This first referred, 
to the negotiations. between the Board 
Hon. Officers of the United 
Synagogue and the Federation, respec- 
tively, with a view to ‘increasing their 
financial contribution towards the isin 
cost of cducation. 

The report also stated that the scheme 
creating the London Jewish Educational! 
Foundation had received the assent of 
the Queen in Council, | 

The only limitation in the powers of 
the Governors of the Foundation, the 
report stated; concerned the proposed 
secondary school to be erected in Camden 
Town and a primary school to be.estab- 
lished on. a site. in the Belsize Park- 
Hampstead area. “ These schools,” the 
report stated, “‘would be the definite 
interest of the London. Board,” which 
would appoint a Board of Governors in 
the case of the secondary school, and 
a Board of Managers for the primary 
school.. The consent of the Minister. of 
Education for the building of the Camden 
Town School. was still awaited, Mr. 


Levin said. 


Statements Deplored 


Opening the discussion, Mr, J. Mende! 
deplored the statements both. the 
President of the United Synagogue and by 
the Chairman of the Board, and expressed 


the hope that they were not entering 


upon a new. bitier controversy such as 
that over the Jewish Day Schools, | If 
no agreement could be. reached as a 
result of resumed. negotiations between 
the Hon. Officers of the Board and the 
United Synagogue he would himself 


‘propose a motion to the Council for the 


restoration of the full ‘education. rate. 

Mr. Gaventa described Mr. 
Montagu’s statement—while negotiations 
were still going on-—as “ ill-advised and 
ill-timed.”’ and deplored the fact that the 
press had been: used right from” the 
beginning. of the dispute as a medium 
of controversy. He maintained that the 
Board’s demand for the full- rate. was 
justified according to Jewish as well as 
English law. 

Mr. A. Boxer appealed, in vain; to the 
Chairman for-a ruling that tt was not 
within the competence of the Board to 
discuss how the United Synagogue should 
increase its contribution to education. 
While the Board was justified in request- 
ing additional finances, he said, they must 
leave it to the Council of the United 
Synagogue to decide the means of provid- 
ing them. 

‘Mr. A. Fishman declared that the 
problem of the Board’s financial needs 
could only be solved .if its members 
could convince their synagegal bodics 
and the community as a whole of the 
need to make a greater sacrifice for the 
sake of education. | 


Replying to the discussion, the Chair-_ 
man expressed regret at the publicity 


given to the dispute, and his pleasure 
that. determination had been shown 
on all sides to preserve the integrity of 
the Board. 

Dr. I Fishman, Director of Education, 
in answer to those who spoke on the 
problem of teaching staff. said that most 
of the teachers able = and 
conscientious. The only way to over- 
come the shortage was to accord to the 
profession both the material benefits and 
moral status it deserved. 

The reports of the Executive Commit- 
tee, the Education and Staffing Commit- 
tee (moved by its Chairman, Dr. L. V. 
Snowman), and the Finance Committee

“From the Hand 
Esau” 


HERE is in the whole of the 
Bible—nay, in the entire 
range of human supplication 


—no more heart-rending plea than 


Jacob’s prayer: “Deliver me,. | 
pray Thee, from the hand of my 
brother, from the hand of Esau.” 


We have become inured to the idea 
of hate and strife in human relations ; 
but convention sets natural limitations 
to our animosities. It is considered, 
for example, unnatural for brethren 
to behave as mortal foes; fratricide 
is even more heinous a crime than 
murder. And yet this anguished 
appeal of the Patriarch  -rings 
unceasingly down the corridors of 
time. 
entreaty of the Jew standing at bay 
before a pitilessly hostile world. 


Nor need we stop at the Jew. 
Jacob’s petition is the heart-cry of 
humanity in every generation plead- 
ing to be delivered from man’s 
inhumanity. All our artificial, racial, 
political, and. cultural. boundaries 
cannot objiterate the fundamental! 
verity that essentially mankind ts a 
single family, that One God. hath 
created us all. Faust-like, man is at the 


mercy of the modern. Satan, cailed 


Science, who has granted him the 
knowledge he wished for at the price 


of his peace of mind—perhaps, -his: 


future, his all. 


"THESE are the stark, cruel facts. 

The gravity of their menace none 
can deny; but their underlying cause 
continues to elude the world. Only 
the Bible, so sadly ignored, probes 
the heart of the matter, and with the 
unerring touch of inspired genius. 
points. to the taproot of the evil. 

Esau and Jacob are brothers: all 
the forces. of nature, the laws of 
heredity, their common fraternal 
interests should unite them ; but, alas, 
the Birthright and the Blessing inter- 
vene and divide them. The Bechora 
(birthright) is a sacred trust; it is the 
of the ages. the of 
hur®an progress, and the incalculable 
potential of man’s spirit. But. Esau 
sells jt for a mess of pottage: and still 
he claims, with the hunter's insatiable 
greed, his father’s blessing. 


This simple story, infinitely wise, is 
an epitome of man’s. unchanging 
folly: to seek Beracha (blessing) when 
we have jettisoned the Bechora; to 
claim leadership. when we have cast 
away responsibility ; to demand power 
when we have. ceased to serve; to 
hanker for rewards that we have never 
earned—this was the suicidal error of 


ancient Egypt and Assyria and Baby- . 


lonia and Greece and Rome and all 
who followed in their. wake. 


ND the remedy ?. Military defen- 

sive measures may be necessary. 
but they cannot by themselves pro- 
vide a solution. ‘Political action may 
he'p to fash'on a modus vivendi and 
provide the dubious guarantees of 
covenants and treaties. But politicians 
have never provided a lasting cure for 
human ills. | |

25.) The real conflict is a spiritual! 
one. The ultimate cause of war and 
racialism and all other forms of 
human. strife lies. in the uncivilised 
traits..in the moral immiaturities. sur- 
viving in man.

Rabbi Herzog’s Farewell 
Address 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“ We have seen the beginning of the 
geula—in the national and economic 
sense, but that is not sufficient. There 
must be a complete redemption in the 
Spiritual. sense, which, as prophesied 
by Isaiah and Micah, will eventually 
lead to the regeneration ‘of the whole 
human race,” declared Rabbi Dr. I. 
Herzog, the Chief Rabbi of Israel, at 
a largely attended farewell gathering 
held by the Mizrachi Federation of 
Great Britain and Ireland at Friends 
House, Euston Road, N.W.1, on 
Sunday. 

Representatives of the principal 
religious and communal organisations 
in Britain were present. The Israeli 
Ambassador was represented by Mr. 
Gershon Avner, Counsellor to the 
Mr. S. E. Sklan, Chairman 
of the Mizrachi Federation, presided. 


Impressive Personality 


The Chief Rabbi said taat during the- 


past few weeks Dr. Herzog had brought 
with him not only the lustre of his dis- 
tinguished name, but some of the spirit 
of holiness which was associated with 
the city of Jerusalem Wherever he had 
gone he had impressed not only his per- 
sonality but also that of Zion and all 
that Zion: stood for on all those who 
had been privileged io listen to him and 
to meet him. He would like, Rabbi 
Brodie added, publicly to express his 
own deep gratitude to Dr. Herzog for 
his memorable visit to their community. 

The Haham, Rabbi Dr. §. Gaon, said 
that Dr. Herzog had. come to them to 
give them the eternal message of the Torah 
and also to remind them that there would 
be no true revival of the Siate without 
a revival: of the Torah... He. -{Dr-. 
Gaon] represented a section of Jewry 
which always looked upon the Chicf 
Rabbinate of Israel as uniting all Jewish 
religious opinion, and they hoped and 
prayed that the day would. soon come 
when that ideal would again be fulfilled. 

Rabbi Z. Plitnik, Communal Rabbi of 
Liverpool 
Mizrachi Federation, and Mr. 
Lieberman, on. behalf. of the Board of 
Deputies, of which he is Treasurer, added 
their tributes. 

Dr. Herzog said that the. Mizrachi 
consisted of Jews who realised to the 
full the significance of the words of the 
Psalmist: “The Lord thai made Heaven 
and Earth bless thee out. of Zion.” 


For there were Jews who thought of 


Zion only in. iefms. of. heaven: 
That was a profound error. ‘They must, 
of course, have veshivoi, but they must 
also have the .soil; they must 
settlements: a governmental organisa- 
tion; and an Army and a Navy. which 
were essential. to the continued existence 
and progress of the great and everiasting 
people of Isracl. (Loud applause.)

Shomrei Shabbat in the Jewish State 
than in London. There were also, 
unfortunately, mon-observers of the 
Shabbat, but they were not in a majority. 
In Eretz {srael the Jew remained a Jew 
ipso facto. whether he davened ‘or not, 
and there was no danger of assimilation. 
Stating that he fad every hope for, 
and confidence in, the future of Judaism 
in Israel. Dr. Herzog pleaded for 
patience. The geula, he said, was not 
yet complete, but when it was. it would 
be the greatest event in the whole course 
of history, and not only Jewish history. 
‘Rabbi Herzog said that it behoved the 
Jews of the Diaspora to help in building 
a Structure for the Supreme Religious 
Centre in Israel, which would he befittin 
the dignity of the Torah. They wante 
to evolve a State which would be an 
ideal, model State of goodness, purity, 
and holiness.

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HUMAN RIGHTS DAY SCIENCE IN ISRAEL 


Celebrating the Signing 
of Historic Document 
By a Correspondent 


In Britain, as in most other coun- 
tries throughout the ‘world, obser- 
vances have been arranged for today 
(Friday) to celebrate Human Rights 
Day. 

A radio programme on the significance 
of the occasion will be broadcasi by the 
B.B.C. and the tclevision service is duc 
to present a special film showing the 
printing of the Human Righis Day stamp 
(reproduced in last week's “JC."). 
addition, a large number of leaflets con- 
taining the icxt of the Universal Declara- 
tion of Human Righis have been dis- 
tributed to schools and non-governmenial 
organisations in this country. 

The Declaration, a historic document 
ranking in wnportance with the Untied 
Nations Charter itself. was adopicd by 
the General Assembly in Parts on 
December 10, 1948. I is the first uni- 
versal statement of the righis of man— 
of his right to life, liberty, freedom. of 
worship, a nationality, asvlum, and to 
other fundamental freedoms. 

Proclaimed as a common standard of 
achievement for ali peoples all 
nations, it calls on every individual and 
every organ of socie{y to strive by teach- 
ing and education io promote respect for 
these rights and freedoms, and ‘by pro- 
gressive national and ~ international 
measures to secure their universal and 
effective recognition and observance. To 
eclebrate’ the. proclamation. what 
appeared io be the conclusion of the age- 
old struggle for the rights of . man, 
Governments -and interested organtsa- 
tions were asked io observe December 10

Exhibition in London 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A novel and interesting exhibition 
has been opened in London this week. 
It is an exhibition -of well over 2,000 
Israeli scientific papers concerned with 
the many branches in which Isracli 
scientists of the Hebrew University, 
the Weizmann Institute. and the 
Technion have been engaged in the 
last few years, and the attainments 
they have achieved. 

The exhibition, which is to remain 
open for a fortnight at 18 Manchester 
Square, W.1, was inaugurated by Sir 
Francis Simon. Sir Robert Robinson, a 
Nobel Prizewinner, was in the chair. 
Dr, Hannah Farkas. the Israeli: Scientific 
Attaché, was responsible for the arrange- 
ments. 

Almost every branch of science has its 
Own section. These. consist of various 
papers and treattses which Israeli 
scientists have written on the’ various 
subjects, mainly in English, and con- 
tributed to’ numerous journals abroad, 
including those of Great Britain and the 
United States. Agriculture occupies a 
prominent place, and, significantly. there

BRITISH COUNCIL’S WORK 
IN ISRAEL 


The dearth of British books in Israel 
is referred to in a_ section. of -the 
British Council’s 20th annual report. 

There is. considerable enthusiasm in 
Isracl, the report states, for learning 
English and. for British qualifications. 
The Council has been able to assist many 
students: by supplying books | and 
arranging for payment. to be made in 
local curreney. Other books have been 
supplied to schools and learned societies. 

The report: mentions that the Council 
has also. assisted the Hebrew Untversity, 
cut off from. its. library. of 500,000 
volumes on Mount Scopus, by entrust- 
ing on loan the 15.000 volumes formerly 
housed in the Council's Centre. of 
Higher: Studies. in.

Smooth Implementation of 
Reparations Pact 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


German technicians will have to Zo 
to Israel to assemble the complicated 
machinery and plants ordered under 
the reparations agreement, according 
to Dr. F. E. Shinnar, the head of the 
Israel Purchasing Mission in Germany. 

But they will stay there only until 
Israelis have been trained to look after 
the equipment, he told me in an inter- 
view. And the number of German 
experts sent would not be large. 

When I asked him to comment on the 
possibility of normal diplomatic relations 
being established between the two 
countries, Dr. Shinnar said that the con- 
tinued implementation of the reparations 
agreement might eventually create the 
climate necessary for such a development. 
The Federat Chancellor, Dr. Adenauer, 
was willing to normalise relations, but 
he realised that nothing could be. gained 
by trying to rush matters. 


Trade with Britain 


In any event, added Dr. Shinnar, one 
had to remember that ‘there was already 
a .relationship beiween the. two countries 
as a result of the implementation of the 
reparations treaty. 

- The agreement, he said, was. being 


-implemented smoothly. 


Discussing the effect of the reparations 
‘treaty on trade with other countries, Dr. 
Shinnar said that. Britain was probably 
the only country which, in its commercial 
relauons -with Israel; had not been 
adversely affected by the German-Israeli 
agreement. 

Before the conclusion of this treaty, 


he pointed out, Isracl had been compelled . 


to use ‘all its income from the sale of 
citrus fruit in Britain for the purchase of 


oil from British companies, But for the. 
past three years, and as a direct result - 


of the agreement, Israel had been able 
to pay for the oil from reparations funds. 
As a. result, the income from. citrus 


sales was available for the purchase of | 


other goods from. Britain.

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AMERICAN POLICY 
IN NEAR EAST 


Striving for Just Peace 
From our Own Correspondent 


New YorK 
It is the unshaken determination of 
the United States Government to per- 
severe towards the establishment of a 
just peace in the Near East, according 
to Mr. Simon E. Sobeloff, the 
Solicitor-General of the U.S.A. 
In a major policy statement on behalf 
Administration—~it 
was made at the annual dinner here last 
week of the American Committee for the 
Weizmann Institute of Science—Mr. 
Sokeloff, who is a. Jew, said that it was 
in the interests of the free world that 
the issues between Istael and the Arab 
States should be resolved and a just 
peace established in the Near East. 
He told the 1,500 guests that he was 
permitted to. inform them that “in 
accordance with the desires of the Presi-

dent. the Secretary of State, Mr. Dulles, | 


is actively engaged in the evaluation of 
our efforts in the Near East with the 
purpose of hastening progress toward 
these policy objectives. He has expressed 
his understanding of the sense of appre-

can. be taken to allay these feelings. It 
is gratifying to note that the leaders of 


Israel have expressed their appreciation:

Tigva. 
Apart from rabbinical studies. con- 
ducted on the premises, the yeshiva 


serves aS a cultural centre for the Byculla 
area and has attached to it a branch of 
the Bnei Akiva movement with about 
100 members and 17 instructors trained 
by the Amirs. 

Last week’s gathering, which was 
attended by the Israeli Consul and Mrs. 
G, Doron, and by the President of the 
Bombay Zionist Association, Mr, 
‘Menasseh, who is also a trustee of the

“ WITHDRAW AMENDED 
KETUBA ”. 
Appeal by Orthodox Rabbis

New YORK 

Over 900 Orthodox. rabbis in the 
United States have condemned the 
recent action of the Conservative 
movement in issuing amended 
clause to the ketuba and establishing 
a Beth Din. 

Six hundred of the rabbis are members 
of the Rabbinical Council of America, 
while 300 belong to the Rabbinical 
Alliance. In a joint statement, the rab- 
binical groups said that their condemna- 
tion of the Conservative moves had the 
endorsement of the “sheads of all Jewish 
Orthodox Theological Seminaries and of 
the foremost authorities of Jewish law, 
as well as the Chief Rabbis of England 
and Israel.”’ 

In the “name of Jewish unity and 
halachic tradition,” the statement called 
on the Conservatives to withdraw lis pro- 
posal immediately, Otherwise, ** the 
Orthodox rabbinate [will] apprise their 
co-religionists of their religious decision 
that the use of this amended ketuba, ts 
forbidden.” No Orthodox rabbi, it said, 
would officiate at any ceremony where it 
is -used. 
Conservative Beth Din would be recog-

The Orthodox rabbinate, the statement

AUSTRIA TO MAKE NEW OFFER TO JEWS 


Heirless Property “Only Matter Outstanding”

New York 
During his visit to the United States. 
Herr Raab, the Austrian Chancellor, 
inumated that he would shortly make 
a new offer to the Jewish Committee 
for Claims Against Austria. 
Questioned ai the United Nations 
Press Club here, the Chancellor said 
that his Government had worked out a 
Proposition’ which would pre- 
stnied to the Jewish organisations in 
about a fortnight—after he had had con- 
Sultations on this question with his 
Government. 
Herr Raab was apparently angry at 
being questioned on this matter “ The 
Jewish questions,” he said, * seem to be 
well organised.” He insisted that his 
overnment intended to solve the prob- 
lem of compensating victims of Nazism 
in.an equitable manner. Many. restitu-. 


+ tion laws: had been passed and landed 


Properties returned to their owners. 
Only the question of heirless. property 
had still to be solved. : : 

The Chancellor denied. reports that 
his Government had. offered to pay 
$5,285,000 for losses suffered by Jews in 
Austria. And he insisted that any nego- 
liations on this question must be free 
and without any outside pressure. _ This 
is the prerequisite for any negotiations,’ 


he said. 
Equitable Settlement Desired 


Later, Dr. Eugen Buresch, the Director 
of the Austrian Information Service in 
New York. sent a letter to the editor of 
the New York Tripune declar- 
ing thatthe Austrian Government could 
in NO Way. recognise any. obligation to 
make reparation and compensation’ to 
victims of political and racial persecution 
by the Nazi régime, as Austria did not 
exist as a constitutional State during the 
period of the Nazi occupation. But 
the Government was prepared, to the 
extent of its capabilities, to pay compen- 
sation to victims of persecution. 
~ The divergence of opinion between the 
Austrian Government and Jewish organt- 
Sations, he added; related almost exclu- 
sively to heirless. property. 
Dr. . Buresch emphasised that the 
Austrian Government desired to reach 
an equitable settlement.in this matter as 
soon as possible...“ rapprochement 
between the opposing positions. has taken 
place in recent conversations, particularly 
with respect to the amount of compensa- 
tion. be paid for heirless property. 
This rapprochement justifies the ‘hope 
that it will shortly be possible to reach 
a settlement acceptable to both sides. in 
this. question,’ -he said. 
Meanwhile more details have become 
available of the secret agreement which, 
according to thé American Jewish Con- 
gress, was negotiated between. Herr 
Raab’s Catholic People’s Party and the 
neo-Nazi League of Independents during 
the 1953 elections. Both parties, it said, 
had reached the conclusion that many 
new wrongs had been created in handling 
restitution matters. which would have to 
be rectified. : 


Compensating Ex-Nazis 


Both parties agreed that the present 
restitution laws should be amended, In 
cases of hardship, suitable compensa- 


tion would be paid to the person who 


had to return property acquired during 
the Nazi. régime. An equalisation fund 
should be created from the proceeds of 
heirless property so that compensation 
could be paid to those who had 
“wrongly been required to make rest?- 
tution.” | 

It was also agreed that former Nazis 
be compensated for their imprisonment 
after May 8, 1945. 

The amnesty for former Nazis, vetoed 
by the Allied Control Council, should 
be. submitted. to Parliament in amended 
form, the agreement said. Municipalities 
should be imstructed to pay compensa- 
tion to former Nazis who had to do 
had to do forced labour. 

The parties differed on the question of 
negotiations with Jewish organisations on 
compensation and heirless property. But 
they agreed to hold consultations on dis- 
puted points. The League of Inde- 

endents considered the “present. . . 
ack of freedom of Austria as an impedi- 
ment in such negotiations.” It wanted 
to postpone ‘such negotiations until 
Austria had secured full sovercignty. 
But the People’s Party stressed “ the 
international connections of the Jews in 
the field of politics, economics, and the 
press’ and said it was of the opinion 
that negotiations could not be delayed 
until after the Peace Treaty. — 

Both parties agreed that the demands 
of the Jews were greatly exaggerated. 
Several demands could not be accepted 
since the Austrian State was not the legal 
successor of Germany. 

It was agreed that any agreement 
with the Jews must under no circum- 
stances impair the good economic rela- 
tions reached with the Arab States, 
relations which were constantly being 
expanded. If payments were granted to 
Jews of Austrian origin living in Israel, 


this would be done within the frame-

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AN ISRAELI GOES WHALING 


By AMOS 


T is possible even for an Israeli 

to become accustomed to 

stormy seas, icebergs, and the 
Strange habits of tall, blond 
“ vikings’ on board a Norwegian 
fishing vessel off the coast of 
Greenland, so that I was almost 
sorry when, after three months, the 
boat was full with cod and we set 
course for Norway. 

I was sorry also to say goodbye to 
my Eskimo friends who had offered 
us hospitality in their tiny huts, where 
they have hardly room for themselves, 
let alone for a number of bearded 
fishermen who could not even speak 
their language. But, then, of course, 
i did not know that more adventure 
was awaiting me further north and in 
still rougher seas. 

I had spent 18 months in Scan- 
dinavia studying the many different 
types of fishing methods used in that 
part of the world, when the oppor- 
tunity presented ‘itself to participate 
in a whaling expedition. The mere 
sight of the whaler, a sturdy yet grace- 
ful boat, was enough to arouse my 
imagination, and it was with difficulty 
that I restrained my excitement and 
waited patiently. until the provisions, 
water, and fuél had come aboard and 
the whaler. the Globe IX, was ready 


to steam through the fjord into the 


open sea. leaving behind the snow- 
covered hills of Norway. 


In the Crow’s Nest 


Soon the boat was pitching and roll- 
ing in the choppy water of the North 
Sea. and it was not long before I was 
assigned my duties—one hour steer- 
ing and one hour jn the ‘crow’s nest, 


with a fair amount..of free time in 


between. But what an adventure it Is 
to be look-out ! To climb the fifty- 
foot. mast. while. the boat leans first 
to one side and then to the other at 
an angle of almost 45 degrees is a 
hair-raising experience in itself. 
Afraid I would lose my grip and fall 
into. the icy. water, and at the same 
time realising that the reputation. of 
Israel was here at stake, I took a 
chance and looked down upon. the 
watching crew and.gave them a most 
unconcerned and reassuring smile. 
Needless to say i. also. became 
violently sick; but the strong wind 
came to my rescue, so that no one 
on deck realised my true condition, 
and all were able to relate later in 
Tromso what a good sailor the Israeli 
was. 

It was strange to work and live with 
these fishermen, the majority of whom 
had never spoken to.or even seen a 
Jew. Yet they were kind and under- 
standing, helpful and quick to make 
one feel at ease, despite the very big 
difference speech and. customs. 
Many showed a slight knowledge of 
and great interest in Judaism, which 
certainly originated from their having 
read. the Old Testament in their 
vounger days. In such an atmosphere 
we soon became accustomed to each 


ADEN LEADER IN LONDON

Ona visit to London is Mr. Selim 
Banin, member of the Legislative 
Council of Aden and Chairman of its 
Jewish community. 

The purpose of his visit is to establish 
closer relations with British Jewry, io 
whom the 800 Jews in the Crown Colony 
look for help and guidance. He has 


called on the Chief Rabbi and the leaders 


of the three organisations. wiih which 
Aden Jewry is associated—the Board of 
Deputies, the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
and the British Section of the World 
Jewish Congress. | 

The community in Aden, Mr. Banin 
told me. is still recovering from the 
effects of the pogrom in December, 1947, 
for which no compensation had yet been 
paid by the Government of the Colony, 
despite its promises, This is a source 
of bitter disappointment to Aden Jews, he 
said, and they could only hope that, after 
seven years, the Colonial Office might at 
last order the payment of damages. 

He paid tribute, on behalf of Aden 
Jewry, to the Board of Deputies for its 
untiring efforts in the political sphere, 
and to the Anglo-Jewish Association for 
its help in the field of education. 

Mr. R. Gilbert, the new headmasier of 
the existing Selim School, administered 


by the AJ.A., was now in Aden and 
good progress was expected.

NLESS. strong transfusions 
of spiritual, cultural, and 
material serum are swiftly 
and generously administered, the 
tiny Neapolitan Jewish community 
is doomed to wither and die. Bereft 
of spiritual leadership, and under- 
mined by the inroads of inter- 
marriage and assimilation, this 
40-strong. Sefardi community, 


financially impoverished, is devoid — 


of any stamina to assert itself, sur- 
rounded aS it is by a strongly 
Catholic population of 1,500,000. 
Ihe community has a direct link 
with Bevis Marks, for one of the 
iilustrious Hahamim of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Synagogue in London 
was the Very Rev. Benjamin Artom.

200-year-old Synagogue 


1 found my way to the Naples 
Synagogue. one Shabbat morning— 
with the greatest difficulty. This was 
not only due .to my almost non-existent 
ltalian, but also to the synagogue’s 
remoteness. It is situated in one of 
a yumble of narrow streets’ in the 
oldest. part of the city, in the Via 
S.M. Cappella Vecchia. The approach: 
is unedifying, since the . synagogue 
iiself is in a block of buildings. — Its 
interior iS mot. particularly distin- 
guished. A women’s gallery overlooks 
the plain~ rectangular hall. with its 
dark oaken almemar and pews: 
the establishment is. over 200 years 
old. 

Like many other Sefardi communi- 
ties, the congregation has seen better

Spain the late fifteenth century, 
after the Inquisition. At the Shabbat 
service f attended there was only a 
bare minyan—12 congregants to be 
precise——all but. two of whom were in 
the middle-aged elderly’ group.

Shachrit up to nishmat was conducted 
by a septuagenarian yahid, the former 
mohel of the community. who told me 
later that he .spoke four languages 
fluently—-Greek, Turkish, Italian, and 
French.

After the service I chatted with 
some of the congregants. Most of the 
information I sought was given to me 
by Mr. Alessandro Nattenberg, a 
French-speaking © Ashkenazi yahid 
born in Constantinople, who was the 
local organiser of the Keren Hayesod. 
I learned of the financial plight of the 
community, the President of which is 
Mr. Lamberto Foa, and its struggle 
for existence. Before the last war it 
numbered about 800. but it had 
been ravaged by conversions—as 
much as 30 per cent—and there had 
been some emigration, leaving its 
post-war composition at half its pre- 
war Strength.

Here, then, was a sombre. distressing - 


picture of a community on the decline, 
with shechita non-existent, no social 
life for the young, and ‘consequently 
little enthusiasm for things Jewish.

The World Sephardi Federation.

Methodist Leader’s Visit 
to Synagogue 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The delegation of British church © 
leaders who have been on an official 
visit to the Soviet Union—they 
returned to London on Thursday of 
last week—-visited the synagogue in 
Moscow and made inquiries. about 
Jewish religious life in the U.S.S.R. 

Dr. Donald Soper, the Methodist 
leader, who was a member of the dele- 
gation, told me in an interview that 
when the delegation asked to visit the 
synagogue they were taken there on 
a Friday night in company with an 
interpreter. They were received by the 
rabbi and a number of his congregants. 

Members of the delegation closely 
rabbi on the treatment of 
Jews in the Soviet Union and on’ their 
religious life. The delegation were par- 
ticularly anxious to know whether there 
was salinioms freedom for the Jews. 

The rabbi, said Dr. Soper. replied that 
the Jews in the Soviet Union were treaied 
no: better and no worse than members 
of other religions, 

In answer to a further question, the 
rabbi said that in Russia religion was 
completely separated from the State. 

The rabbi assured the British delega- 
tion. that the Jewish community were 
permitted by the Government freely to 
conduct their religious services. On 
festivals the Synagogue was crowded. 


Anti-religious Campaign 


Dr, Soper said that his abiding impres- 
sion, however, from the visit to the 
synagogue and other visits was that it 
would be completely wrong to think that 
there had been any relaxation of thc 
régime $s. campaign against religion. in 
the Soviet Union following the recent 
statement: by Mr: Khrustchev attacking 
crude anti-religious propaganda. There 
had only. been a diversion of tactics. 
said Dr, Soper. The people were, how- 
ever, not afraid to worship in public and 
there was no persecution, | 

He had. said Dr: Soper, to. make 
allowances for the fact that members of 
the Jewish community had spoken to him 
through official interpreters, but they. 
appeared genuine in professing compleic 
allegiance to.the Soviet régime and were 


‘dnxious to point out that their sons wer 


giving loyal and devoted services to the 
State... Dr. Soper said that it was his 
Strong. impression that there was no 
criticism of the Soviet régime but, he 
added, the religious. Jew as the religious 


member of any other fanh im the Sovict 


Union. comes... immediately unde! 
suspicion and he has to prove his loyalty 
The people know that they must toe the 
line. 

When they visited the synagogue, said 
Dr, Soper, there were about ten to 20: 
people there. many of them bearded and 
nearly all elderly. Before leaving he had 
particularly asked about the ‘religious 
education of: the children, and he. had 
been told: that. the teaching of religion 
forbidden in schools. and that the 
Jews were not allowed to open religion 
schools. But he had gained the impression 
that-a father. was not debarred from 
te: aching his child about. the Jewish 
religion. in his. own home .and in the 
Synagogue, 

Canon E. Raven, Chairman of the 
of the Council of Christians 
and Jews, extended greetings to Sovict 
Jewry.

not mentioned under its own name, but 
forms part of the book of Ezra (San- 
hedrin 93c).

Protest Against Guardians’ 
Decision 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—The “decision of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians -to close the 
Samuel and Myer Home is a disgrace- 
ful episode in its otherwise splendid 
record of wise and constructive work. 

This Home commemorates the lives of 
two of the noblest British Jews of the 
last 50 years, the Hon, Gerald Samuel, 
son of the first Lord Bearsted, and Denzil 
Myer, both of whom had decided io give 
up their lives to make a Home—not to 
provide a hostel—for Jewish boys who 
were deprived of ordinary home life. 
Such magnificent self-sacrifice is a 
glorious example to the present and 
future generations of social workers. 
They could not do this themselves, 
because both of them made the supreme 
sacrifice for their country in the 1914-18 
war., They had each bequeathed a sum 
of money to trustees, of whom I was one, 
to start such a Home in the case of their 
death. A delightful Home was built and 
run in Trafalgar Square, E.. but it was 
destroyed during the last. war: and_ the 
money was handed to the Board to carry 
out the testators’ wishes. This was done 
by opening the Home at Chiswick. Later 
the Board opened a second hostel at 
Woodford for a different type of boy, 
and there are not now sufficient boys 
between the ages of 15 and 17 to fill 
both places. 

In the spring of this year it was agreed 
that the Samuel and Myer Home would 
accept boys of 11, including boys from 


“the Jewish Orphanage, Norwood, who had 


won places in a grammar or central 
school. This was.a great help-to the 
Orphanage, as it-is most. desirable that 
such boys should be removed either to 
their own home or to a foster-home, so 
that they. can continue their. education 
as long as possible in a stable environ- 
ment without having to be moved from 
the Orphanage at the age of 15. This 


_ experiment was to be tried for a “ reason- 
cable period,” 


Without. any consultation with the 
Norwood After-Care Commitice. of 
which I am Chairman, the Board’s Wel- 
fare Committee decided to. close the 
Home within less than three months of 
making the decision to admit. these 
scholarship. boys. 

Its action is the most discourteous I 
have experienced in my long life of public 


social work, for the Orphanage has seven, 


out of the ten boys in the Home. - It 
is also a very foolish one in the present 
circumstances, | 

Everyone knows that the proper place 
for a child is within its awn home. Some 
have no home of their own, and.: there- 
fore, it. is necessary. if possible, find 
foster-homes. where they ‘will. be : treated 
as members of the family. But there 
are some boys. who, for various reasons, 
are unsuitable for fostering in private 
families. The Samuel and Myer Home 


was. ideal for such -cases, for it has 
always been a home with a small “h” 
rather than an institution, and many Nor- 
wood boys have remained in it until they 
have been called up for the Forces. 
Although I have no authority for say- 
ing so, I am confident that the Orphanage 


would have been willing to administer 


the trust funds to. keep open such a 
Home and to commemorate the names 
of these two noble men, had it been 
given an opportunity to do so. It was 
er ne such opportunity. Now we are 


iced with having to upheave these 
already unstable boys and find other 
accommodation for them—and the 


younger ones are all boys of exceptional 
intelligence for whose character such 
uprooting will be extremely harmful. 
What is no less serious is that the names 
of these great men will be forgotten just 
at a time when, in this welfare State, 


such grand voluntary service needs more 
than ever to be remembered.

Selective Aliya Explained 


To the Editor of THe Jewish 


Sin.--The deductions drawn from 
Mr. Carr's articles by Mr. Jacob 
Sarna in his recent letter are contrary 
to the facts. 

The system of “ selective aliya ” was 
not introduced, nor is it operated, by the 
Government . of Israel. It implies no 
diminution of the right of every Jew to 
enter Israel under the provisions of the 
Law of. Return. These remain in full 
force, and no Jew can be refused admit- 
tance. unless he “Sis. hkely to endanger 
public health or the security of the 
State” (Law of Return, para. 2b).

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HUMAN RIGHTS DAY 


TODAY, December 10, is Human Rights 
Day. On December 10, 1948, the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights was adopted 
—with near unanimity—by the General 
Assembly of the United Nations, then sit- 
Although the cold war was 
then already in full swing, hopes were high 
that at least in this humanitarian field pro- 
Today such hopes 
have given way to cynicism. Too much so, 
indeed. 
1948 has not been followed by much con- 
crete action in the legal field. But is not 
humanity in too great a hurry? Legal 
revolutions are not achieved in a few years. 
Codification of civil law in individual States 


often takes many years; why should inter- 


national law affecting countries at vastly 


different stages of development expect to be 


changed in a hurry ? 


The Universal ,Declaration has already 


made an impact. The Constitutions of some 
of the new States have embodied the impor- 
tant principles laid down in it. And while 
the Declaration has no legal force, it has 
established new standards of behaviour for 


It is true that the Declaration of | 


States. Many States do not live up to those — 


standards yet, and there are no means avail- 


able to force Governments to abide by the 
principles laid down in 1948. But hardly 


any Government would dare to admit it. — 


They know they do wrong and are apolo- 
getic or else try to hide the unpleasant truth. 

Here lies the importance of some new 
American proposals which will be the main 
issue at the next session of the Commission 
on Human Rights. These proposals would 
oblige all member States of the United 
Nations to report regularly on the progress 
they have made towards achieving the aims 
laid down tn the Universal Declaration. The 
necessity of reporting to an international 
forum might act as a spur to progress or 
at Jeast as a barrier to further retrogression. 


Since 1949 the Commission on Human 
Rights has worked on the drafting of 


Covenants which would give legal effect to. 


the principles laid down in the Declaration. 
After years of hard and often frustrating 
labour, the Commission has at last com- 
pleted the drafts of two such Covenants on 
Human Rights, one on Civil and Political 


‘Rights, the other on Economic, Social, and 


Cultural Rights. Although these drafts have | 


their good points, it would be an exaggera- 
tion to say they were satisfactory. 
ences in legal outlook and in-economic and 


social development have led to a drafting 
which is often so vague as to be almost. 


meaningless. Deep cleavages exist over the 
guestion of implementation. The Soviet 
group regards with abhorrence any implemen- 
tation by the international community. 
The Western democracies refuse to give 
wronged individuals or their organisations 


mental organisations, the Jewish organisa- 
tions among them, are almost unanimous 
in expressing the view that any Covenant 
denying the right of petition would be nearly 
useless. In addition to these difficulties the 
question of the self-determination of peoples 
threatens to become another stumbling- 
block. The issue does not really reside in 
these two Covenants, but it has become a 
kind of fetish for the Asian and Latin 
American States, which form a majority of 
the United Nations. 

Thus the outlook for the Covenants is 
not bright. The General Assembly, this 
year, gave them a first reading of a general 
character and decided to discuss them in 
detail and, if possible, to take a vote next 
year, Can a Committee of 60 members

accomplish in a few weeks what an expert 
Committee of 18 members took six full 
sessions of five to six weeks’ duration each 
to consider? How can the deep cleavages 
that still exist be repaired? It is an 
ominous sign that at the end of this years 
discussion in the Assembly most of the 
Western democracies (including Great 
Britain, France, and the U.S.A.) either cast 


a negative vote or abstained. serine 


Will a Covenant on Human Rights be 
worth anything if the most progressive 
countries in the world remain outside ? 
A Human Rights Covenant signed by, say, 
Saudi Arabia, Afghanistan, and Yemen, but 


not by Great Britain, France, or the Scan- 


dinavian countries, would hardly be a docu- 
ment of human progress. Perhaps it would 


be better to wait for a more peaceful time 


and for a healthier political climate before 
starting the codification of human rights. 


It seems that it would be more fruitful in’ 


the meantime to try to give more life to 
the Universal Declaration and to see to it 
that the principles laid down therein are more 


widely accepted not, only by Governments 


but also by the people of the world. 


TOWARDS PEACE AND 


STABILITY 
WHILE the action of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment in releasing the crew and cargo of the 


Bat Galim will be generally welcomed, there 
will also be considerable sympathy for the 


Israeli Government's demand that the ship, 
too, should be released from her illegal deten- 
tion. Whatever the reasons which prompted 
Mr. EVELYN SHUCKBURGH, the Foreign Office 
envoy, to criticise Israeli policy for bringing 
the question of the freedom of shipping in the 
Suez Canal to 4 head at this moment, there 
can be no doubt that Mr. Appa EBsan is fully 
justified in pressing the Israeli case in the 
Security Council. Israel, as a maritime 
nation, Is at-least as interested in the principles 
involved in this case as Great Britain is in 


the high-handed action of the Peruvian. 


Government in seizing Mr. ONassis’s 
whaling ships when they were far- beyond 
what are generally regarded as the iimits of 
territorial waters. Both cases involve infringe- 
ments of maritime law, though the flagrant 
illegality of Egypt's action has already been 


denounced by the United Nations. Having 


achieved a limited success in securing the 
release of the crew and cargo, the Israeli 
Government would be making a tactical error 
if it did not vigorously press its legitimate 
claim for the release of the vessel. : 

It. would, indeed, appear that  Israel’s 
foreign policy is entering on a more favour- 
able situation than it has recently encoun-

Both the Foreign Office and the State 
Department are apparently having a new look 
at the Middle East as a whole, and it may be 
hoped that the days of Mr. DULLEs’s morbid 
fear of “colonialism” are now over.  Cer- 
tainly, nothing has occurred since he made 


his flying visit to the Middle East in May, 


1953, which can have increased either his or 
Sir ANTHONY EDEN’S confidence in the ability 
of any of the Arab States to develop into the 
“ sturdy friends of freedom” which he then 
envisaged. The performance of these 
countries in both internal and foreign affairs 
is lamentable. The high hopes which were 
once placed by Western statesmen on the 
ability of Arab nationalists to raise the level 
of their countries have been dismally 
disappointed. When Sir ANTHONY EDEN and 
Mr. DuLLes (with the assistance of M. 
MENDES-FRANCE) survey the scene at the 
forthcoming Paris conference, it is incredible 
that they should have any further illusions 
about States which have displayed so little 
aptitude for shouldering the responsibilities 
which should be theirs by virtue of their 
geographical situation. If (which we do not 


doubt) peace and stability are truly the

objectives after which they are striving, the 
statesmen of the West will have no alternative 
but to return to the only possible basis on 
which to build their policy. They will find 


that their programme must be established on 


the only three stable positions in the Middle 
East—Israel, Turkey, and Cyprus. Once they 
have made it plain to all the world that this is 
their fixed determination, local problems such 


‘as border security or enosis or the Arab 


refugees will be far less intractable. 


RELIGIOUS FREEDOM 


At the recent conference in London of 
12 Chief Rabbis from different lands, a 
main subject of discussion was the best 
method of combating the calendar reform 


proposals which have been put before the — 


United Nations. As these proposals are 


opposed by all religious sections of Jewry— — 


both Orthodox and non-Orthodox—the con- 


ference was able to take into account a 


general consensus of Jewish opinion. How- 
ever, it would appear that advantage was 
also taken of the conference to discuss 
other more controversial matters. In our 
last issue we published an interview with one 
of the participants, Rabbi Davip HOLLAnN- 
DER, President of the Rabbinical Council of 
America, the rabbinical arm of the Union 
of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations in the 
U.S.A. Rabbi HOLLANDER seems to have 
been chiefly interested in fostering opposi- 


tion to the status and authority of the. 


Conservative Beth Din of America. In 
particular, he was concerned to gain support 


for his denunciation of the revised ketuba 


(marriage contract) issued by that Beth Din, 
and mentioned his consultations with the 
CHIEF RABBI on this matter. Rabbr BRropiE 
(so Rabbi HoLLANpeER declared) has stated 
that his Beth Din will not recognise divorces 
arranged by a Beth Din not consisting of, 


‘and not sponsored by, Orthodox rabbis. It 


seems, however, that Rabbi HOLLANDER’S 
own Rabbinical Council is not entirely 
‘Satisfied with the adequacy of the traditional 
ketuba, as it is also considering the drafting 
of an additional contractual agreement. In 
this connection, Rabbi HOLLANDER further 
stated: “ The Rabbinical Council is working 
with State Legislatures in an effort to ensure 
that States do not give final decrees of civil 
divorce until it has been certified that both 
parties have agreed to follow the authority 
of the Orthodox rabbinate. Though this 
seems to be inconsistent with the separation 


of Church and State, there appears to be a. 


chance of forcing this through.” This action 
by the Rabbinical Council of America is 
repugnant to the most elementary principles 
of civil and religious freedom in countries 
where all citizens have the legal right to 
marriage and divorce by civil law. Those 
who are concerned to uphold the traditions 


of Orthodox Judaism should be the last to 


take action which is an invasion of liberty 


in the general sense and also endangers the 


whole cause of religious freedom. 


AUSTRIAN OBSTINACY 


Tue latest official visit of the Austrian 
CHANCELLOR to the United States has pro- 
duced two distinct effects. It has shown the 
people of the U.S.A. that Austria, nearly 


ten years after the war has ended, is still 
stubbornly: refusing to pay compensation to | 


the victims of the Nazis in that country, and 
it has also shown the grim reason why. The 
details which we publish this week of a pro- 
jected agreement between Herr RAas’s party 
and the neo-Nazis in Austria demonstrate 


beyond a doubt that this continuous dilly-: 


dallying of the Austrian Government and 
the breaking of many promises is due to 
that Government’s fear of incurring the dis- 
pleasure of the Nazis, who are deterrained to 
prevent the payment of compensation to 
Jewish victims or to indemnify them in any 
way. True, Herr RaaB himself, in a state- 
ment in the United States, has denied the 


_ existence of such a secret agreement, and 


a Similar denial has been made to our cor- 
respondent in Vienna. The denial is correct 
up to the point that, though the agreement 
was drafted, it was not signed. But how 
much faith can one have in a political leader 
who has, as far as Jewish claims are con- 
cerned, shown so little regard for the declara- 
tions and promises of his own Government ? 
The American Jewish Congress, which has 
unearthed the existence of this agreement, is 
a responsible Jewish body which would 
hardly have made such a disclosure without 


_ being sure of its ground. Herr RaaB has 


only himself to blame if Jews refuse to trust 


_ him any further.

Prisoner of War 


Similar in content, if not as excel- 
lent-in execution, is the second book. 
“Vanished Without Trace.” — This, 
story of a _ Russian 


descent, who spent seven years in 
Soviet prisons and labour camps, and 
on returning related his experiences 
to an English journalist.. Like the 
Austrian, the Pole, too, went through 
indescribable sufferings, from  travel- 
ling for weeks in unheated cattle 
trucks, where men froze and died 
beside him, to starvation in labour 


camps and inhuman conditions. Both | 


were saved by the miracle of faith and 
hope that they would one day see free- 
dom and be able to tell the world 
what they and millions. of others—- 
ordinary, simple, Russian folk, who 
had committed no  crime—had 
endured. In their wanderings through 
Russia they had met numerous Jews 
and received. much help and kindness 
from them. Like aid ‘was. given by 
Jews to Mr. Lias’s interlocutor, known 
as “ Lieutenant Pepi.” notwithstanding 
their knowledge that “Pepi” was a 
former-officer of the German army. 

“ Life in Russia,”.the third of these 
books, is overburdened by diplomatic 
tittle-tatthe and crowded with descrip- 
tions of receptions and parties, with 
an occasional glimpse of the real life 
of the Russians themselves. It has. 
however, one’ great merit, which 
makes jt a very attractive book, 
namely, the fine |. descriptions of 
Moscow's architectural beauty and 
splendour. These are greatly enriched 
by Vera Drashevsky’s illustrations.

A SEVENTEENTH-CENTURY 


HE seventeenth century was 
not prolific in the production 
of Jewish scholars, largely 
because of the sufferings which the 
Jewish people, and particularly the 
Jews of Eastern Europe, had to 
endure at that time. This unhappy 
era saw its culmination in the 
Cossack pogroms under the leader- 


Ship of the notorious Chmielnicki. 


East European Jewry never fully 
recovered either economically or cul- 
turally from this hideous persecution. 
It was perhaps because their material 
circumstances had become so intoler- 
able that they adopted a Cabbalistic 
philosophy, combined with asceticism 
and a mystic belief in the imminent 
coming of the Messiah. ee, 

Only a few of the ablest men of the 
period possessed the mental vigour 
that enabled them to escape from their 
preoccupation with mysticism, from 
the inertia that paralysed the thoughts 
of the masses, and to. construct for 
themselves a synthesis of profound 
Talmudical knowledge combined with 
secular science. 


Glosses on the Mishna 


Chief among these great seven- 
teenth-century Jewish scholars was 
Yom-tob Lipman Heller, who died just 
three hundred years ago, and whose 
glosses on the Mishna are famous 
under the title “ Tosefot Yom-tob.” 

Heller was born at Wallerstein 
(Bavaria). in 1579, and was brought up 
by his. grandfather, Moses 
Chief Rabbi of the Ashkenazi com- 
He pursued. his rab- 
binical studies at Prague, and in 1597, 
when hardly 18. years of age, he was 
appointed Dayan in that city, then one 
of the. greatest centres of European 
Jewry. One. of his teachers was Judah

The Emperor Ferdinand II strongly

But the 
malice of his. enemies was still’ not 
satisfied, and they accused him before 
having _ vilified 
Christianity. Ferdinand sent Heller in 
chains to Vienna, where a commission 
was appointed to inquire into. the 
charges against him. | 

Asked how he had dared to. praise 
the Talmud, a work that had been 
burned on. papal authority, Heller 
appears to have defended himself with 
modesty. dignity, and skill, as can. be 
seen from his autobiography nbn 
Ma'N. Despite this, however, he was 
condemned to death ; but the Emperor 
commuted the sentence to a fine of 


' 12,000 thalers, to be paid immediately. 


Naturally, such a sum. was far 
beyond the rabbi's means. | At the 
intercession of his Jewish friends it 
was reduced to 10,000 florins, payable 
in instalments, He managed to pay

Chief Rabbi, to preside over the com- 


SCHOLAR 


great rabbi and scholar left his native 
country for Poland, where, in the 
autumn of 1643, he accepted an invi- 
tation to the rabbinate of Cracow. 
There Joshua Heshel. the author of 
“ Meginneh Shelomo,” was head of 
the yeshiva. Four years later Heshel 
died, and Heller succeeded him. 

It might have been hoped that the 
last years of Heller's chequered career 
would have been passed in tranquillity. 
Unhappily, this was not to be, and the 
end of his life was clouded by the 
persecution of Jews both in Polish and 
Russian Ukraine. He died on August 
9, 1654, according to Friedberg-Har 
Shalom (1838-1902).* 

Although he is remembered princi- 
pally for his immortal Tosefot Yom- 
tob,” Heller was a prolific writer and 
the author of at least ten major works. 
As a liturgical poet he composed 


Selichot, describing the massacres of . 


the Jews under Chmielnicki. He is 
also the composer of the JAW "SO 


still recited every Sabbath. 


Practical Halacha 


Heller was a recognised authority on. 
matters of ritual; and he expounded 
the - Talmud without recourse to 
casuistry. 
“ Zohar ” and other Cabbalistic works 
in high esteem, he never deviated from 
a plain and practical interpretation of 
halacha. 

As has already been mentioned, he 
was also well read in the secular 
sciences. His commentary, “ Tosefot 
Yom-tob,”. which is always printed 


side by side with the text of the 


Mishna itself and which is indispens- 


able to every serious student of the 


Talmud, shows him to be a sound 
mathematician, while his notes on the 


_“Gibat ha-Moreh” indicate that he 


was a student of philosophy. He was 
also a good linguist and a Hebrew 
stylist. 

Perhaps Heller may be most. aptly 
compared, for his profound Hebrew: 
scholarship combined with an exten- 
sive secular education, with another 
great scholar of his century, Azariah 
Rossi (ca. 1514 to 1578).

THE ANCIENT HEBREWS? NEIGHBOURS 


By R. D. BARNETT 


HE current exhibition “ From 

the Land of the Bible” at 

the British Museum, though 
it deals with the ancient Hebrews 
and their neighbours, is directed to 
their. modern counterparts. 
For centuries the Jews have been 
the fearless guardians and cham- 
pions of the truths of the Old 
Testament. But in the development 
of an understanding well- 
informed approach to the Bible, 
particularly in the practice and 
interpretation of archeology, they 
have lagged behind their neigh- 
Israel now seeks, by its 
young generation of enthusiastic 
workers, to 


omission. 
Even now, we are only at. the 
veriest beginning of our. task of 


understanding the background of the 
Bible. Archzology in Palestine is 
little more than a generation old and 
does not go back very seriously before 
the Mandate. 
the First World War, when Palestine 
was. part of old-time Turkey, little 
was. or could be, done. Since then, 
all has changed, and a more balanced 
picture is gradually emerging of the 
scene against which the drama of the 
ancient Hebrew race was played. 


Origins of Jericho 
First of all, we have the recent dis- 


ecoveries at Jericho of the British 
School of Archeology at Jerusalem. 


- These have shown that Jericho, “ the 
City of the Moon,” perhaps formed _ 


the earliest city community known, 
dating from the beginning of the age 
of metal, about 5,000 B.c.E., when 
agriculture first was practised. Already 
some arts had been evolved and the 
need for portrait sculpture of the dead 
was expressed by plastering over 
skulls with clay. One of these is on

heard of them, and many scholars are 


persuaded now that the word can be. 


equated with ‘bri, a Hebrew. 
The Name “ David” 
Allied with 


them. are the Bene- 


yamina or Benjaminiles, whose leader 


bears the title of Dawidum or David. 
From this it would appear that A. H. 
Sayce was right in 1887 when he sug- 
gested by comparing | Sam. xvii with 
Ii Sam. xxi, 19, and xxui, 24, that 


_“ David” was in reality a title or 


office and that David's real name was 
Elhanan. 

From the same period—the later 
‘thirties—comes the other largest con- 
tribution to our knowledge of the 
pagan background to Judaism—the 
Ras Shamra texts. At this little 
Pheenician colony on the Syrian coast 
another French mission unearthed a 
series of inscribed tablets of the 
fourteenth century B.C.E. containing 
Canaanite religious myths and epics. 
After active study before, during, and 
since the war they provide us with a 
clear picture for the first time of that 


century. But 


nature religion. obfscene, colourful. 
and mysterious, the vague outline of 
which Sir J. G. Frazer adumbrated in 
his “ Golden Bough,” and the details 
of which the Hebrew prophets saw 
and knew only too well, _ 

It is a curious fact resulting from 
the insufficiency of .work in Palestine. 
that till recently pagan. temples had 
been - unearthed only Jericho, 
Megiddo, Beisan. and Lachish: now 
we may add. Nahariya, 
Israelis have just resumed excavations 
started under the Mandate. A temple 
of Ashtoreth has been discovered with 
much of the apparatus of her cult. 
Yet even now we cannot answer. truth- 
fully such simple questions as: what 
were teraphim’? or what was. an 
asherah? 


From these finds we get some proof . 


that. when we are laconically forbid- 
den certain things in the Bible, it 1s, 
as Maimonides wisely saw, because 
they were the custom of the heathen. 
A case in point is the famous com- 
mand (Ex. xxiii, 19. xxxiv, 26) not 
to boil a kid in its mother’s milk. 
“ Seethe a kid in milk,” says the Ras 
Shamra text! Indeed we find evidence 
that the pagan practices denounced by 
priests and prophets met the Jew at 
every turn. Even the temple itself 
bore images in the Holy of Holies of 
cherubim, which are almost. certainly 
what we. today call sphinxes, ie., 
woman-headed lions. the symbol of 
Ashtoreth, but were somehow licensed 
as respectable. 3 


Art and Religion 


It was not until Talmudic times that 
their representation was forbidden. 
Evidence is growing that the arts were 
largely repudiated in ancient times in 
Palestine. because as practised with 
such skill in neighbourmg countries 
they served principally the purposes of 
pagan religion. The “ivory palace” 
of King Ahab was denounced by 
Amos because it was ornamented by 
Pheenician artisans with al] the

Inspiration and Reality

JERUSALEM 
_ The huge, dark mass of the Old 
City looms up in the background of 
the King David Hotel. 

Sholem Asch rushes his guest away 
from the brightly lit dining-hall of 
the hotel to the veranda, and from 
there he looks broodingly down on the 
ancient City Wall that encloses a 
separate city within its precincts. 

To him, the creator of “ Salvation,” 
“Mother,” and the more _ recent 
novels, such as Maria.” “ The Apostle,” 
and “ The Nazarene,” this dark mass 
of the Old City, plunged in the inky 
shadow of a moonless night, is sheer 
warm reality. 

nether theologist nor a 
scientist," he muses aloud, “ neverthe- 
less, | wandered in the footsteps of our 
forefathers until I came upon the myth 
of the Nazarene. I saw the pyres of 
torture, which | described in my novel 
‘The Witch of Castilia, and | also lived 
through the barbarity of the Christian 
world which denied and repudiated God 
when it destroyed and burned and tor- 
tured six millions of my people. 


Different Kind of Christianity 


“ But, I was also a. witness, in the 
seemingly endless plains of America, of 
a different kind of Christianity—that of

Jew who came on carth with a prophetic 


mission. 
watched with agony the flames 
consuming almost the whole of Europe, 


and this is what I said in my * Message 


to the Christian World’: * The Jewish 
martyrs of Oswiecim and Majdanck, 
when marching towards their martyrdom, 
were led by the Prophet Elijah, by David 
the King, and by the Prophets among 
whom walked the Nazarene.’ 

“Is it a sin before the true Jewish 
God, in whom. I believe with every fibre 
of my religious soul, and is it being a 


renegade towards my own people when — 
“my poetic inspiration led me to find sub- 


jects outside the usually accepted frame ? 
This does not make me any less devoted 
to them nor to the tradition of my fote- 
fathers, in which I had been born and 
bred, and from which | had never had 
any intention of separating myself.” 
Shalom Asch's voice breaks suddenly, 
The tall ffgure of the writer raises itself 
to its full height, and he begins to” speak, 
as if wishing to discharge himself of a 
burden, to make a kind of confession that 
will help lift this: weight from his tor- 
mented soul, 


The Wailing Wall 


“Tr was at this same Wailing Wall that 
I wept some 50 years ago when I first 
visited the Holy Land and. kissed its 


ground. This Wailing Wall kept follow- . 


ing me throughout my entire life, It 
accompanied me through my wanderings, 
in sorrow and in the movements 
and the travels of the Wandering Jew. 
li was this Wailing Wali that imspired me 
and kindied in me the flame that burns 
inside me, and prompted me to write 
and to create for the better glory of my 
peopie, to whom I dedicated my Ife. 
This Wailing Wall, now plunged in dark- 
ness and in hatred, became the symbol 
of all my yearnings—the inspiration of 
the fiery and winged word that came 
forth from me, in the service of my God 
and His People. | 

“ But this inspiration was not exclu- 
sively. reserved for my people. although 
it originated only among them. It was 
meant for and directed to other peoples 
as well,” 

There was deep feeling. pain, and anger 
in these last words of his. The writer 
was apparently secking to juciify and to 
defend himself like some trapped and 
beaten creature as he stood before the 
wall blocking access-to the Wailing Wall 
—to defend himself againsi the wave of 
hatred that was poisoning the last years 
of his life. 

Midnight is nearing. From the O'd 
City rises the deep, somewhat muffled 
sound of chufch bells. They can be 
heard clearly even in the brightly lit hotel 
Nall to which one returns ‘ost in reverie.

Ashkenazim. both inside and outside Lon- 
don, of the claims to leadership. of Aaron 
‘Hart. Rabh: of the Great. Synagogue, 
London (circa 1704-1756). The Beth Din 
developed as an officral body very much 
Jater. evolving out of the United Syna- 
gpoguc Act of 1870. It was. interesting to 
note that the Beth Din’s Kashrus Com- 


mission was founded in 1920, over 100 
years after the establishment of the 
Shechita Board. 


The speaker surveyed the main syna- 
eogal organisations of Anglo-Jewry and 
those devoted to religious education and 
charitable work; gave some particulars of

CONFERENCE OF SOUTH LONDON JEWRY 


To Be Held in Near Future 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


In an effort to strengthen Orthodox 


Judaism in South London in such 
aspects as the observance of the 
Sabbath and  kashrut, synagogue 
attendance, the youth movements, 
and the prevention of intermarriage.

This was decided at a meeting of 
ministers and Hon. Officers of cight 
synagogues in South London, held last 
week at the Brixion Synagogue Hall 
(Effra Road, S.W.2), over. which Mr.

KNOW a very old gentleman who 
| always promises to try to get you a 

golden. seat in Heaven if you do 
any little thing for him. it is his way 
of saying “thank you.” He always 
reminds me of. the Rabbi 
Chiva bar Abba, who, on:account of 
his saintliness on earth, is said. to 
have obtained a very exalted place 
in Heaven, It is interesting to read 
some of the Talmudic: legends about 
him. 

One of Rabbi Chiya’s great merits 
was that he caused the knowledge of 
Scripture and its meaning to be pre- 
served. Once, when he was engaged 
in a dispute with Rabbi Chanina, that 
teacher. boasted that, if the Torah 
were ever forgotten in Israel, he 
would be able to restore it by his 
logical. powers. 

But Chiva told. him that his. own 
activities had been devoted to avert- 
He related 


The angel disguised himself as a poor 
man and came to Chiya's house. 


how he had sown flax and spun cords 
from which he had woven nets. With 
these he had trapped deer from whose 
skins he had prepared parchment. On 
these he had written copies of the 


_Torah, and had taken them to a town 


which contained no teachers, where 
he had taught the Five Books to five 


children. To six other children he had 


taught the six sections of the Mishna, 
and then bade them teach one another 
the Torah and the Mishna. In. this 


way he had prevented the Torah from. 


being forgotten in Israel, 


Rabbi Chiya’s place in Heaven was — 


surrounded with so much glory that 


it was dangerous to. approach it. It: 


is described as» a “region of fiery 
sparks and flaming tongues.” There 
was one rabbi mentioned in the 
Talmud, who was honoured with vy 
from the prophet Elijah, One day, it 

was noticed that his eyes were red and 


“his eyebrows looked as if they had 


been singed off. 
Departed Rabbis 
He was questioned as to the reason 


and he related that he had asked 


Elijah to show him the departed 
rabbis as they ascended to the 
Heavenly academy, The prophet told 
him that he could look upon all 
except Rabbi Chiya. Other rabbis, 
he was informed, were accompanied 
by. angels as. they ascended and 


descended, but Chiya had the power _ 


{Oo mount to the heights of his own 
accord, But the sage was unable to 
resist; and he gazed upon Rabbi 
Chiya and was smitten by two fiery 
Streams. However, he went to the 
grave of Chiya and prayed, and he 
was at once healed. 

One last story about Chiya I must 
tell you. He was a most charitable 
man, and his door was always open 
to those who needed help and 
assistance. When the time came for 
him to die, such was the protective 
power of his good deeds that the 
Angel of Death was unable to carry 
out the order to take away the rabbi’s 
soul. At last the angel disguised him- 
self as a poor man and came to Chiya’s 
household as if he were in want. As 
usual, Chjya caused bread to be 
brought to the poor man, and the 
angel could no longer hide _ his 
identity but told the rabbi who he 


was. He said: “ You have pity and 
compassion for the poor man: why 
not have pity on me? Give me your 
life and spare me the troudle of 
making so many calls.” So Chiya gave 
himself up to the Angel of Death and 
Was escorted to hjs seat in heaven.

VYSHINSKY 
ANTISEMITISM 


By A. L. EASTERMAN 


HURCHILL had not yet, in 

August, 1946, phraseologi- 

cally. discovered the Iron 
Curtain, and, although there were 
foreboding signs of it, the cold war 
had not yet begun. Indeed, talk of 
peace filled the air, and in the Palais 
de Luxembourg in Paris the East sat 
with the West in conference to draw 
up the terms upon which they 
would make peace with the States— 
“ satellite” not then of the Soviet 
Union but of Nazi Germany. To 
that conference came the darkly 
mute Molotov and the sparklingly 


voluble Vyshinsky to head the 
imposing delegation of Russia. 
If discussion with the Western 


Powers was comparatively easy, access 
to the Soviet delegation was incom- 
parably difficult and. after many 
efforts, seemed impossible to obtain. 
By chance, however, | learned that 
Vyshinsky's principal “ back-room 
boy ”’ 
whom | had come to know well at the 
Soviet Embassy in London during Mr. 
Maisky’s ambassadorship. He suc- 
ceeded in prevailing upon Vyshinsky 
to receive Dr. Nahum Goldmann and 
myself at the Embassy of the U.S.S.R. 
on August 27, 1946. I'made and have 
kept a full note of that interview, the 
first and, | think, the only formal! 
discussion on Jewish affairs between 
a top-ranking leader of the Soviet 
Union and Jewish representatives. 


Formai Cordiality 


Vyshinsky, accompanied by an inter- 


preter, greeted us with formal cordial- 
ity and seated himself at the top of 


the table, the interpreter on his right, 


Dr. Goldmann and myself on his left. 
He was short and dapper, pale com- 


plextoned, with fastly greying blond 


hair. . His facial expression was re- 
laxed and affable, even warm, but his 
eyes were unsmiling, small, piercing, 
and steely. | remarked afterwards to 
Goldmann that we were lucky not to 
be confronting the Soviet Public Pro- 
secutor from the dock. Speaking 
quickly and unemotionally, in. short 
clipped sentences, he said he knew no 


English and had to speak in Russian. - 


He assumed we were not familiar 
with his language, and we could speak 
in French, which his jnterpreter would 
translate. It was soon apparent, how- 
ever, that he understood and spoke 
French very well, because he made 
_ several whispered asides to me, in 
excellent French. 

Dr. Goldmann explained the purpose 
of our visit, and Vyshinsky said that 
he had carefully studied the document 
submitted by the Jewish organisations 


_and that he was not surprised at the 


proposed amendments, on Jewish 
interests, to the draft Peace Treaties. 
He sympathised with the Jewish posi- 
tron. When Goldmann elaborated the 
history of the Jews in Rumania and 
indicated Jewish uncertainty for the 
future in the event of Russia withdraw- 
ing its forces from the country, 
Vvshinsky, somewhat acidly, inter- 
polated: “Surely, you do not antici- 
pate a fascist government. in Rumania 
and Hungary in the future ?” | 

- We referred to the Jewish request 
for a clause in the Peace Treaties oué- 
lawing antisemitism in Rumania and 
Hungary. Vyshinsky replied that he 
favoured the proposal, adding that the 
Soviet Union had already done that. 
Then, peering at us ciosely, he sajd: 


You have antisemitism. in. America 
and Britain, haven't you? Why don’t 


you get it outlawed there, too ?” Now 
speaking rapidly and almost vche- 
mently, he continued: “ Antisemitism 
is a syphilis [he repeated this phrase 
several times, as. if proud of. its 
know it is one of 
the major devices used by fascism to 
achieve its political purposes. You ask 
for the prohibition of all acts of incite- 
ment to racial hatred and discrimina- 
tion, But you must add the words 
‘and racial propaganda.’ | 
Vyshinsky then expressed a remark- 
able view of Article 2 (7) of the United 
Nations Charter, debarring the United 
Nations from intervening “in matters 
which are essentially within the 
domestic jurisdiction of any State.” 
He argued at great length that the 
Charter provided the means of inter- 
national supervision and protection of 
human rights, and that this clause did 
not refer to such matters as anti-

MR. MORDECAI D. LAS 


Dr. J. J. Storxt, Direetor of Jewish 
Education. in Leeds, writes: Mr. 
Mordecai David Lask, whose death 
has occurred Leeds,

Jews as U.N. Citizens 

When we explained our proposals. 
that Jews in Rumania and Hungary 
should, as victims of Nazi persecution, 
have their confiscated and stolen 
possessions restored to them, Vyshin- 
sky said he agreed that. persecuted 
Jews should be regarded as United 
Nations nationals, since they were 


treated as enemies by the Nazi and- 


fascist régimes, and accordingly they 
were. entitled to restitution of their 
possessions, 

Vyshinsky faithfully carried out his 
promises to agree with the other 
Alhed States that Rumania and Hun- 
gary should undertake to respect 
human. righis,. restore the possessions 
of victims of Nazi persecution, and 
prevent racial and religious persecn- 
tion. These solemn obligations were 
incorporated in the Peace Treaties. 
But Rumania has not restored one 
single fraction of the possessions of 
which its Jews were robbed, and keeps 
imprisoned many scores of Jewish 


' leaders, some sentenced to detention 


for life, for the “crime” of pursuing 
Zionist activities and maintaining con- 
tact with Jews abroad. 

- Perhaps the Rumanian Government 
will now consider Vyshinsky’s views 
and, if only as a tribute to hismemory, 
will carry out the obligations which. 
with his assent, it solemnly and 
publicly accepted.

VANGUARD DIESEL 


By our Special Correspondent 

The strong point of the diesel 
engine Is its extreme economy at part 
throttle ; at town speeds a diesel car 
uses only five or six gallons of fuel 
for every 10 gallons used: by an 
equivalent petrol car. Hence the 
popularity of diesel engines for taxis 
and hire cars, which can quickly show 
economies to offset the higher initial 
ost. 

My test of the Standard Diesel Van- 
guard did not therefore demonsirate tts 
economy. to the best advaniage as it 
was used for 4.300 miles of fast, long- 
distance trave!, but the financial saving 
was still important and the test disposed 
of any idea that diesel cars need to be 


sluggish. _The Standard brought me from 


Lausanne to Paris between breakfast and 


lunch, averaging 50 m.p.h. after 
deducting . stops for customs and 
refuelling. 

This car was fitted with ‘overdrive, 


which raises maximum speed from 60 to 
65 m.p.h. or more, and as. the engine ts 
fitted with a governor, one can drive at 
knowing that the 
engine cannot exceed safe working limits. 

Fuel consumption under these con- 
ditions was 33 mpg. but at lower 
speeds over 40 m.p.g. was easily obtained. 
There is. some .vibration..and noise. in 
traffic, but on the open road, with over- 
drive engaged, the engine ts comparable 
with a petrol unit. 

The capes engine adds £180 to the cost 
of the Vanguard plus £75. purchase tax. 
In most. foreign. couniries the potential 
savings are even greater than in England, 
as diesel oi] bears a lower tax than petrol. 
Here it’ costs 4s. per gallon. The: extra 
weight of the engine does make steering 
heavy.

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ALLOCATION OF GERMAN REPARATIONS 
| Claims Total $47,000,000

New York 

Over 300 applications have been 
received by the Conference on Jewish 
Material Claims Against Germany for 
grants and allocations from funds 
expected to be available in 1955. 

This is three times the number of 
applications filed in 1954, when many 
claimanis were under the impression that 
their requests should cover a ten-year 
period. As a result last year’s applica- 
tions totalled $54.000,000. The new appli- 
canis’ claims amount to approximately 
$47,000,000, which means that 80 per 
cent of the requests will be rejected or 


only partly met, 
A considerable number of the applica- 


tions have come from European coun- 
tries, though there are 80 from the 
United States (mainly for cultural allo- 
cations), 55 from Latin America, five 
from Australia, and one from South 
Africa, 

Allocations will be approved at a 
meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
Conference, to be held in Europe early 


next year. When the applications go to 
the Board they will have been sysicimati- 
cally reviewed. The Conference attempts 
to secure all facts about the request, its 


exact nature, and the manner in ‘which 


the requested funds will be used. To 
secure these facts, the Conference has a 
panel of exnerts to study the applications. 
Vith information provided by other 
Conference sources, reports are submitted 
to a nine-man committee on applications, 
of which Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., ts 
a member. Applications are then passed 
to the executive and, finally, to the 
Board of Directors
